Dear Mr. Derouen: 

Pursuant to the Commission Order issued on September 25,2001 in the above case, by 
September 1 st of each year all incumbent local exchange carriers must submit plans for their 
intended use of any federal high-cost support they expect to receive in the ensuing calendar year. 
Cincinnati Bell Telephone Company LLC (“CBT”) hereby files this letter in compliance with the 
Commission’s Order for calendar year 2012 federal high-cost fund support. 

At this time, the IJniversal Service Administrative Company (ccUSAC”) has not released 
its estimates for federal universal service high-cost support for 2012. The most recent estimates 
available from IJSAC are for the fourth quarter of 201 1 (released by the USAC on August 2, 
20 1 1). Based on that report and high-cost model funds received to date for the current year, 
CBT anticipates that it will receive approximately $613,000 during 201 1. CBT’s best estimate is 
that its 2012 funding will be comparable to 201 I levels. Thus, at this time, CRT anticipates that 
its high-cost model support for 20 12 will be approximately $6 13,000. 

CRT commits that high-cost model funds it receives will be directed to investment 
initiatives designed to maintain and upgrade its network to improve reliability and enhance 
feature availability in its rural wire centers in Kentucky. Such initiatives will be consistent with 
the directives of Section 254(e) of the Telecommunications Act of 1996 and the Federal 
Communications Commission’s rules that require universal service high-cost support to be used 
for the provision, maintenance, and upgrading of facilities and services.
